It is true that the neweomers have ent 
vast areas of torest, and a mimber of large 
or otherwise aoteworthy species originally 
here have disappeared, but these were of 
kinds apparently unfitted to survive ina 
populons country. Among them may be 
mentioned the bis and the elk, which 
once roamed the eastern forests; andl ~ 
wolves and cougars which preyed wv 
them and other wild things. Tn addition, 
the preat auk, the Labrador duck, the 
heath hen, passenger pigeon,.anc the par- 
rakeet have vantshed. 

As against this we have a tmarke! te 
newal ot forests in progress and. large 
humbers of spectes of wikl creatures have 
adapted themschyes to share their world 
with civilized man. Moose and caribou 
held their own in some of the wilder 
pines, and the white-tarled deer 1s proh- 
ahly more numerous than at any previous 
time in its history. Each yearly hunting 
season, Within a radium of 300° tniles of 
New York City, with its approximately 
7,000,000 inhahitants, sportsmen take more 
thon 40,000 of these decr. In Pennsyl- 
varia. their tnerease has been so great that 
the entire stock of deer has been threat- 
ened with starvation, owimg to lack of 
sufficient forage.

TWENTY-FIVE SEASONS ON REVELS ISLAND, 
FASTERS HORE OF VORGEN TA 


In 1694 [ became a member of the 
Revels Island Club, which is the owner of 
a partly wooded island surrounded by 
extensive marshes and shallow bays, lying 
inside the ocean beach. ‘These marshes are 
in Accomaec County, one of the two coun- 
ties comstituting the Eastern Shore of Vir- 
fini and terminating the peninsula bor 
tflering the eustern side of Chesapeake 
Bay. 

The wild-fowl shooting in these tidal 
waters never equaled thar in the sounds 
farther south, owing to the absence of 
fresh-water ducks, the black duck being 
the only one found in abundance. 

When | frat went to Revels. Island 
there were many geese, brant, and broad- 
litle, with occastonal flocks of redheads, a 
fair number of golden-eves amd butter- 
alls, This club was the first, | think, to 
introduce a floating blind, made of green 
cedar bowehs stuck in a:trame that would 
adit a ducking boat, and where -some- 
tines a narrow, flat-bottomed scow thus 
disguised was left during the shouting 
season for the use of the sportsmen, 

Such a contrivance, being anchored, al- 
ways headed op wind, so that the decov 
could be placed to advantage ond the 
shooter necd only watch for the approach- 
ing birds coming against the wind, as was 
ther custom. Moreover, these flontme 
blinds rose and: fell with the tide, whereas 
nt the case of stuck blinds it was hard to 
éiroot over them at low tide, while an ex- 
eeptionally hich one exposed the boat and 
hunter. Floatmy blinds were set out in 

advance of the coming of the birds, which 
thus regatded the clump of cedars as a 
part of the latubsrape. 

In those days no baiting was done, 50 it 
was essential to have the blinds located on 
rood feeding grounds or narrow flywars. 
The shooting was originally satisfactory, 
but gradually became poor, when the 
shallow bays were leased for oyster plart- 
yr andl the near-by gunrdhatises became 
NUISANCES, 

With the coming of naphtha launches, 
aml later those preepeltect by -pasoline. 
the sailboats gave way to a means of 
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transportation that kept these hays mn enti- 
tintal disturbance, for the lack oot wd 
made na cifference, bet rather toereaser| 
activities, the ovster guards 
were always alert to take a pot-shot when 
geese or brant beran feeding near the 
oyster proumis: and soon roared trem: 





WHERE THE STORE BIDS ASSEMILED 


The morshes and mod flatsabout Revels 
Island were abwiivs famous for the num- 
ber and variety of shore birds which vis- 
ited them durnge the miterations, Even 
when therm was a dangerous decreas of 
these birds along most of the Athiutte 
const, these marshes were apparently the 
stopping place of all the survivors, ft 
conse no wonder thar the tme firsally 
cam wher the wigration showed a tre- 
memious decrease, for in the spring, at 
the tine the local shore birds: were ether 
nesting ar mated, every chabhouse from 
Virginia to New Jersey was filled with 
members intent on o vacation to. shot 
miprant shore birds at a time when all 
other shooting was prohibited

The yel- 
lowlers, however, Were scarce, since an 
open season still allowed shooting of this 
species, and the result was apparent to us: 

Subsequently the Advisory Board, of 
witch I was a member, recommended that 
the season be closed on yellowlegs, and 
this sugerstion was adopted by the Depart- 
mentot Agtculture m 127, Sportsmen 
are to be commended for the fne-spirit 
they hove shown during the Jong period 
that no shocting of shore birds has been 
allowed, but these birds are so helpless 
before modern runners that even a short 
open season might be disastrous to therm. 

A mither unusual eustim that prevailed 
along the Eastern Shore, under local laws, 
was the gathering of the eves of marsh 
birds the first two wetks of the nesting 
season. The principal yictims were the 
hlack-headed gull and clapper rail, usually 
called marsh hen, the well-concealed nest 
oO which is often located by the use of 
trained dogs. Thousands of these eqs 
were collected each spring and, the na- 
tives assert, without any diminution of the

The fish crow naturally pays mo atten- 
tion to the law, but continuously robs the 
nests, and although the marsh hen and the 
willet cover op their epes with more or 
less success, the pen and exposed egos af 
the pulls. tems, and skimmers invite a raid

than five hondred egeshells dropped by 
crows, 2H] mn ol the Cpr that this 
déepredation alone the coast accounts 
lateely for the decrease in many species 
of water birds, for which an explanation 
now being sought. This crow, on Revele 
Island at least, does not nest until well 
into May, evidently figuring that domestic 
responsibilities will be minre easily met 
when food 14 abundant.

Another great migratory flyway isdewn 
the Mississippi Valley. Most of the birds 
taking this course winter along the Gulf 
cast. Many of them linger along the 
Mississippl ard! aidljacent waters, however, 
until severe weather sends them south, 

Georgia and Floricdu, having few shal- 
low fresh-water bays and littl wild-iow!l 
fom along the Atinntic coast. form a 
rather marked area of altinst complete 
aration between these two groups of 
Migrants which winter wong the Atlantic 
coast aml those of the Gulf: the Ar- 
lane geese and swans in particular not 
usually being found farther south than 
the Carolinas, 


CUREITUCK SOUND AN IDEAL WINTER 
HOME FUE WILD FOWL 

Currituck Sound is an ical home for 
wild fowl during the winter months. It 
is Shallow, surrounded by marshes, lays, 
and ponds of almost entirely fresh water 
mm which various: kinds of excellent wild- 
fowl food plants abound, Fish, shellfish, 
aril crustaceans are also plentiful. 

On its deeper and more open waters are 
thousands of canvashacks, mumerous: red- 
heads, scaups, aml golden-eyes, while in 
the shallow bays and connecting ponds are 
ta be found great numbers of marsh 
ducks, such as black duck, mallard, widg- 
eon, pintails, and teal, which tisually as- 
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semble in smaller flocks than species’ fre- 
quentiny cleep water; yet an one oecasion 
! saw a. flight of- pintails that probably 
contained mare than five thousand birds: 
Here the Reese are extraordinarily alun- 
dant, and [have seen more of them ina 
single season than during a dozen years’ 
visits to Revels Island, where geese are net 
corsiilered scarce, 
THE WHISTLING SWAN 

To me, at least, the most interesting 
bird on the Currituck is the whistling 
swan. ‘The Jocal estimates of these birds 
vary from a total of fifty thousand to 
nearly one hundred thousand birds, Ab 
though the swans are undoubtedly very 


numerous, yet {hee estimates are no doult 


farteo high. As a matter of fact, they 
probably do not reach the lowest number 
fiver. Fifteen ortwenty years ago, in this 


tegion, through overshooting, the swans 


were becommg dangerously reduced in 
nitr ’ 
While this swan is found on the Chesa- 
peake and other neighboring waters, the 
thain concentration 4 in Currituck Sound. 
On one trip Dr. F. ML Chapman went 
with me to see the swans, and although 
he ranks amone the leaders in Amertean 
omithology and has traveled extensively 
over this contment, he had never seen a 
whistling swan alive, which is a very good 
indication of how limited ‘ure its winter 
quarte+rs, 

The increasing number of swans under 
find protection presents a difficult prob- 
lem, tor if the Ipeal mininvm figure of 
fiity thousand is aceeptedl, this means 
approximately twenty thousand breeding 
wauirs, As each breeding couple produces. 

rain two to four young, it seers certain 
that, figuring on nenbreeding birds and 
every form of casualty, the young swans, 
known as cygnets, would probably amount 
to more than ten thousand yenrly. 

The concentration of these birds on the 
waters occupied by great numbers of geese 
and ducks decreases the food supply. for 
all. A éwan weighs from twelve to sixteen 
pounds and has the habit of pulling wp the 
water plants mm order te eat not onby stems, 
but some of the routs, and temporarily de- 
stroys the avathble toca crop on consider- 
able areas. ‘This effect is purely tempo- 
rary, however, for each stimmer sees a 
renewal of the growth in these feeding

Another five mun- 
utes passed, when the engle descended and 
succeeded in seizing one of the exhausted 
lirds, When we tetermed it was seated 
on a channel post eating its victim. Ap- 
parently the cagle had deliberately harried 
the coots until they were so exhausted by 
lcing kept under water that it became a 
simple mutter to capture:one of them. 

A fish crow flying behind the busy eagle

TEREER WUNRDEED NILES GF DUCKING

Curntuck Sound enters the eastern end 
of Albemarle Sound, which @éxtends west 
for Go nules, and then these combined 
waters flow into Pamlico Sound, which, 
with a with of 30 miles, borders the coast 
for-some 75 miles, to join Core Sound, the 
southern tomit of the best ducking waters 
on the Athortic coast 

The depth and width of Pamlico Sound 
afford congenial wintering haunts for 
large numbers of redheads, ringnecks, 
scapes, scoters, golden- eves, bufileheads, 
and old squaws.

To-day the skyline that marks Sha 
hat’s water front 1 decidedly occiederital i 
appearance and most strikingly HMpres- 
sive—an effect due in part, perhaps, to its 
contrast with the flat alluvial plain rather 
than to the actual heights of the buildings. 
Until the present century, low, commodi- 
wug Chinese buildings or two- and. three- 
story structures served a majority of the 
litsiness comeers : hut the introduction of 
excellently equipped modern offices has in- 
itinted a period of extensive building. 

The tendency of Shanghai's building 
program has heen distinctly sloyward in the 
last few years because of the congestion m 
the business areas occasioned by its nete- 
ofie expansion m trade. 

Construction of tall buildings, however, 

even those of eight and ten stones, pre- 
sents considerable difficulty ta the architects 
because of the nature of the footing upon 
which the foundations mut be laid. The 
soil is entirely alliryial deposit of the Yang- 
tze; but, in spite of the obvious landi- 
caps, architects are now exploring new 
heights for Shanghai with 1o- and 15- 
story structures, 

The Chinese, quick to appreciate this p- 
ward direction of city-building, have began 
erecting tall department stores, tea houses, 
guild halls, and other structures which 
bring-them financial advantage anid muoil- 
ernize the appearance of Shanghai. 
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Ratlical indeed are the changes that have 
taker place in architectural expansion sinee 
I first cane to Shanghai, only eleven years 
ago, and the last five years have scen vast 
altemmtions m the skyline of the metropolis, 

In a few minutes” walk from the most 
up-to-the-moment districts of- Shanghai, 
however, one can toe i in surroundings that 

are litthe altered since the day when the 
first foreign firm marked out its business 
site mn the nmddy concession.

But the focus of all Stianghai js the for- 
elon settlements, for in them liave been the 
remarkable incentive and expanding force 
that have built this modern seaport. First

Bigger buildings, greater trade, better 
communications, and wider incustrinliza- 
tiem. for the employment of tore le— 
by such means Shanghai grows and ex- 
panes its horizons. Tt has already gone 
far since boisterous clipper days brought 
stirring. events to the new port anil male 
“shanghat-ing” anew word in the English 
language, but left many crumbling tomb- 
stones as remimede4rs.

Om such omeasions the plaza ts 
adorned) with the dite of Macao, with Chi- 
nese and Eurasian children of the “cun- 
ning” type,and with cark-eyed Portuguese 
girls, who flirt discreetly (but none the 
less effectively) with the young officers 
from the garrison. 

This romantic plaza in Macao serves the 
traveler like a pape tarn trom a school 
geography. 

Hore, stalking grandly across the square, 
we sec a swarthy cnental noncemenis- 
qianed officer with lit head draped im a 
striped turban, aml we wonder what the 
Hindis is doing here. Somebody tells 11s 
that he belongs here, that he belongs to the

TQ AM ELIA KAR HART 


First Woman to Receive Geographic Distinction at 
Brilliant Ceremony in the National Capiral 


EPFORE one of the mest drstin- 
guished audiences ever assembled 
Pin the Natiunal say gers Presnlent 


Hoover presented Ars; Amelia Earhart 
Putnam with the National Geographic So- 
ciety's Special Gold Medal for her solo air- 
plane fight across the Atlantic, 

Presentation of the first of The Soctety’s 
histeme medals to. be bestowed ape tt 
woman took place on the evening of June 
21, m1 Constitution Hall, national auch 
fori of a woman's organization, the 
Daughters of the American Keyolution, 

Highest officials of the three branches of 
the Federal Government partecrpated nm the 
ecremony. On the platfonn with the Presi 
dent of the United States aml Mfrs, Hoover 
were the Chief Justice of the United Stites. 
who isa Trustee of The Society, and Mrs, 
Hughes, ard im the aucdienee were envugh 
Senators and Representatives to make a 
CpuUehe nee tt hher Hous of Compress. 

Also attending were diplomath: repre- 
sentatives of 22 countries, m¢hudinge those 
from Eoropean nations which had honored 
the Aver atter her cramatic landing at Lon- 
donderry, Ireland; high officers of the 
Army, Navy, ind Marine Corps, and noted 
stientists, men of letters, nid other mrern- 
bers of The Society. 

A VIVID RECITAL OF NER EXPERIENCES 

Dr. Gilbert Grosvenor, President of the 
National Geographic Society, presided ancl 

resented President Hoover, Following 
her acknowledgment ot the medal, highest 
American teward for geographic achieve- 
ment, Miss Horhoart—Amelia Earhart, she 
explained, 1s her “fying name" —gave the 
first complete normtive of her eventful 
Yovapre. 

Miss Partuart’s vivid account af her 
epochal fheht thas becomes avilable to the 
world membership of The Society, as were 
other noteworthy réparts on explorations, 
such as those of Colonel Roosevelt when 
he returned from South America and 
Afrien: of Colonel Lindbergh, aiter his 
pioneer Atlante: crossing, and of Admiral 
Byrd, following his flights across the At- 





lantic and to the North Pole and South 
Pole, 

Thus another first narrative of geo- 
graphic high adventure is added te the long 
jist of “first-edlition” accounts of explora- 
Hon contained in bound volumes of Trt 
Ceockarnic, which are found in member 
libraries in every civilized country of the 
worlil.

HAZARDS NOT QUITE SQ MANIFEST “AS 
DESCRIBED 

“TD did net land within six feet of a 
hedge of trees. T taxied to the upper end 
of a oping pasture and turned my plane 
into the shelter of sore trees, as-a matter 
of course. Itemade a much better story 
the other way, [ admit. 

“No flames were threatening to burn my 
plane m the air. I did have some trouble 
with my exhaust manifold, of which f shall 
tell vou later. “There was no extreme haz- 
ard from that cause, however, 

“T did ot fall a cow tn landing—unless 
one died of fnght.. Of course, [ came 
down ina pastore and [ had to circle many 
ather pastures to find the best one, The 
horses, sheep, and cows im Londonderry 
Were not used te airplanes, and so, as | 
flew low, they jumped up and down and 
displayed certain disquiet. 1 really was 
atranl that an Inehman would shot me 
as I stepped out of the plane, thinking that 
J was just a “smart Alec’ from sone big 
town come down to scare the cattle. 

“To begin at the beginning, I left Har- 
bour Grace at dusk. T preferred to fly all 
night and Innd on the other side im day- 
light rather than lenve during the day and 
run the risk of landing, when daylight was 
failing, on anamknewn shore. | had at 
least two hours of davlight or two, hours 
when TF could stil see the glow of the set- 
ting sun if T looked back, 

“T started to keep a log, but it didn't 
continue very long, mn that log | jotted 
down ‘"Bisn-—-two iceberss,” and a little 
later I recorded the fact that I had seen 
a small boata couple of murs out of Har- 
bour Grace. | was flying at 12,000 feet 
and I blinked my navigation lights, hoping 
that the vessel would sight me. However, 
I do not think | was seen because [ re- 
ceived no answering signal and probably 
was too high to be noticed, anyway.

“Instrument flying is easier sometinies 
than trying to see an obscure horizon. By 
instrument Aying Timean that type of fy- 
ine in which the pilot cannot see a hort 
zon—cannot see outside his cockpit, prob- 
ably. It isa curious fact that or sense 
of postion in-space sometimes depends on 
our being aware of the horizon. A fiver 
in a fog is just ad bind as if be had a 
bardige tied aver hits eves, and his unaided 
senses Tay give him the meorrect impres- 
sions. Mocem instruments have been in- 
vented to help our faulty setises trider 
such conditions. | 

“The instruments Thad for flying were 
three different types of cotnpasses—one a 
simple magnetic compass, the other an 
aperiodic, anc a third a directional gyre, 
which has to be set aliout every 20 min- 
nites with one of the others as checks, It ts: 
by the way, one of the best Wlind-flying 
instruments 1 know. 

“L think that matroment flying will hea 
Sune step in aviation, With it de- 
veloped, T think the weather will not him- 
der ving any more than it docs-any other 
means of transportation. After all, trams. 
are stalled by washouts and ships hy fogs: 
so their performance isn't perfect either. 
Probably more weather information, pos- 
sibly threigh mid-ean stations, will odd 
further to anviation’s reliability. 

“Tn my opinion, any expedition owes 6a 
pe cent of its-suceess to the preparation 

forehand, To was fortunate in having 
Bernt Balchen, the great Norwegian fiver, 
who was with Admiral Byrd at the South 
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Pole. to help ime with my preparations: In 

fact, he flew me to Harbour Grace to-save 

me fatione before the actual take-off. 
"The motor I had was a super-charged

Of course, I 
had the advantage of having crossed otice 
before and of knowing something of the 
conditions which were mevitable—that no 
one can expect good weather over the sAt- 
lantic for 2,000 miles, 

“For food J earried a very simple ra-

NOT TROUCTLED TV DROWSENESS 


"T have been asked many times whether 
| was sleepy, and T can-sav, ‘No, indeed,’ 
emphatically, With very concentrated fly- 
ing, one hecomes wider and wider awake. 
Then, after all, one night i not amy par- 
nicular strain. Ome can do almost any- 
thing for one might; so that 7 diel not have 
any great fatigue. Possihly, if the night 
had been a beautiful, clear one, with the 
min and stars shining and with nothing 
for me to do, T tmipht have got somewhat 
drowsy. Fivying in the kind of weather T 
met, however, made even winking an eye 
impossible. 

“When daylight came T found myself 
bepeeen two lavers of clouds. One | 
should ecstimate at 20,060 feet and the 
other a thousand feet over the water.

INDUSTRY

F bathing beacl 

Every summer thie wolves of the deep 
take atollot bathers. Shark-proof fences 
and other defensive methods are not always 

effective; and so, at every populir beach, 
keen-eyed watchers scan the water irom 
high towers and sotnd a bell to warn 
the crowds of bathers of the marauders’ 
approach, Indeed, the menace ts some- 
tines so serious that it is propesed to supe 
pilemienat whe present shark Ibokouts with 
either airplanes or captive halloans. 

However, at Pindimar “shark” is gocul 
news, for here ts the headquarters of 
a shark-fishing industry. Pindimar is a 
sleepy littl village on the shoresof Port 
Stephens; 2 nateral port where vessels of 
deep draught cin find anchorage. Over- 
Shaiowel by the inedustrial success of 
Neweastle, New South Wales, its nearest 
port neighbor, it is sparsely popmtlited lay 
lishers, lobsterers, and ovstermen (sec, also, 
illustration, page. 372). 

Founded several years ago, the shark in- 
dustry of New South Wales has at Inst 
reached the commercial stage. Like the 
rabbit, the snake, the lizard, the crocerlile, 
and the alligator, the shark has attained 
this-status nmunly through the whims of 
Milady Fashion the world over, She de- 
rinnded something new in footwear andl 
bags, and she has it in sharleskin, 

Several years ago a trading company in 
Engiand sent tour experts out to Australia 
ta specialize in. sharks—shark catching and 
shark treatment. ‘They werethe specialist 
nucleus of Marine Industries, Ltd., the 
Awtralian offshoot of the English com- 
pany. After investigation, the quartet 
chose Pindimar as the scene of their opern- 
tints. It had and has the first essential— 
sharks, theausands of them; all kinds and 
vartetes ; al] sorts and sizes :.and all within 
a few miles of the shore. 

The Deed and the Demon, specially built 
moter haats, jo feet long, S-foot beam, 
drawing 3 feetof water, and powered with 
12-horsepower Diesel engines which gave 
them a speed of 7 knots, were put into 
service. Staunch “itt le craft they were, 








proving themselves so with the heaviest of 
freqghts and in the dirtiest weather, 

The first attack wis. launched at the 
ehirance toy the Part, a Stretch al water 
three=juurters of a mile wide. The nets 
were unlike any used before in New South 
Wales.

A FISH STORY WHICH FROVED ENTIRELY

When the first net set was raised, the 
shark fishers discovered that, for once at 
least, the local fishermen had told the trath, 
‘There were sharks there in abiindance—all 
ats and stres—"yray nurses,” “whalers,” 
“tigers.” “school sharks,” “bine janinit- 
ers.” “harmaerteads," “carpets,” “abe 
yongs,” “shovel noses,” “gurimtes,” “an- 
gels,” and “Port Jacksons.
